1930. 


Rickard amazed the sporting world.in general with his. great 
organising ability. It Is calculated ‘that the total gate receipts of 
all the contests he promoted, ran “into approximately £4,000,000. 
Two drew considerably more than £300, 000 each, and the ae re- 


ceipts of one were over £500,000. 


It ig nearly two years since he died in New York, but no one | 
has come forward since who can approach his extraordinary abllity. | 


in developing boxers, matches, and big gates. 


Born in Texas, Rickard was in 
early Hfe nu cowboy, but {It was not 
fong before he began to wander, 
and live on his own resources. 
He was never meant to be an em- 
ployee. He wanted alwaya to be 
the boas. : 

Following big circuses, and work- 
ing money-making stunts, as they 
do in U.S.A., or turning up with 


the’ great trick at some western min-| 


ing camp, Rickard had many ups 
and downs, but he also had a square 
jaw and behind his quiet demeanor 
was a.forcefulness of character 
which pulled him out of many tight 
financial corners. His never-die 
spirit and his cool way of handling 
difficult problems created no false 
impression that he was “a head.” 
Honest in all his dealings, he con- 
ducted many saloons and gambling 
jointa on the western goldfields on 
the squarest principles. 
Gans And Nelson. 

Had o lot to do with Rickard in 
August and September, 1906, It 
was on September 3 that Joe Gans 
defended his lightweight — title 
against “Battling” Nelson at Gold- 
field, and won on a foul in the 42nd 
round. 

On the night after the fight, [ 
had a, long talk with Rickard, Trains 
had left for, San Franeiseo with a 
large number of those who had 
travelled about 300 miles to see the 
battle.

To revolve the dials st a@ power- 
ful radio set in Britain is to have 
in the

Dutch, Italian — perhaps 
Spanish and Norwegian; a flash 
of Wagnerian opera from Berlin;

the accompaniment of squalls, 
whistles, the crackle of  atmios- 
pherics and the howls of a misguid- 
ed radio fiddler next door. The 
true fan never tires of the night 
ly miracle—Warsaw, Milan, Rome, 
Madrid—an | occasional American 
station in the small hours; all 
pour into his net, all are logged. 
Radio knows: no boundaries—the 
ether belongs to all nations. 

And so.the genuine enthusiast, 
as he madly logs transmitter after 
he finally tires 
of the game, listens to everything 
and to nothing. If he pauses to 
think about the matter at all, he 
will decide that one programme is 
as good—or-as bad—as another, 
that you may hear the “Blue 
Danube” waltz played equally well 
from any capital of Europe; . that 
Ibsen may be heard in Norwegian 
but sounds better in English, that 
jazz may ‘be heard everywhere and 
the further east the older the tune, 
and 80 on. 

But though the radio programme 
the world over seems somewhat 
stereotyped, even the ether cannot 
camouflage national: characteristics. 
The other kind of distant Hstener— 
the one who picks his station and 
listens to it: properly—can get any 
amount of quiet fun. 

Fifty Different ‘Voices. 

Apart form the British broad- 
casters, there are about 60 European 
stations that may be heard from 
London at some time or other fairly 
well, but the number that can de 
Ustened to with enjoyment is. atrict- 
ly limited.. Then the really good 
stations are even fewer, and chiefly 
found, in the long-wave region. A 
selection of these would be , Radio 
Paria and Biffel Tower (easily the 
best), Konigs Wusterhausen (Ber- 
lin), Motala (Sweeden) and Hulzen 
(Holland). 

The extent to which Radio Paris, 
has become a British loca) station is 
illustrated by the regular Sunday 
gramophone concerts, intended as 
much for English as for French 
auditors, Given at a time when the 
British long-wave etation Daventry 
is not on the air, the announcements 
at these concerts are given out in) 
both French’ ond Englieh.
